The following stuff - some of it, anyhoo - ought to have been 
on Page One, but isn't. So it's here.,.. 

AFFILIATIONS: Confirmation has just arrived that COSTAGUANA is 
now associated with the N3F Games Bureau Diplomacy Division. Oh 
thrills - so are 28 other mags.... 

We will have a blurb on the Division next issue, to encourage 
participation from the readership. Suffice it to say now that

COSTA 111/15); and (b) Division Regular members will be entitled 
to 50% discounts on all fees charged in COSTAGUANA, which means 
that subs will be 50(5/17, first-game fees $2.50, second-game 
fees 11.00. Not bad, considering that you can earn your membership 
fee right back again. (Similar discounts apply in many other 
member 'zines, tool) 

MUSIC FOR THIS MONTH: Classical music lovers will be familar (oops) 
with Brahms' superb First Symphony. Until last night I had heard 
only one performance that I really felt captured the entire scope 
of the work; that one was an in-person concert by the Los Angeles 
Philharmonic conducted by Hans Schmidt-Isserstedt in 1960. Now, 
nine years later, another crops up, this one available on disc. 
It is the old but magnificent NY Phil/Bruno Walter recording, 
nov! available as part of a complete Brahms Symphon5 r set on 
Odyssey 3236-0007. Price for the whole set (mono only) $7.50. 
Go get it, fans! 

For Classical classical music lovers, another treasure must 
be noted. It is a private-issue disc by the Master Virtuosi 
of New York, Gene Foreil conducting, and is available for $3.75 
(post-paid - add tax in New York) from MVRS , 157 West 57 th St., 
New York, N.Y. 1001 9. The record number is MV-5701M, mono 
only. The disc presents the recorded premiere of a sparkling 
new chamber orchestra, vital and immensely facile, and with 
a stylistic verve of truly great proportions. The record 
gives us four obscure works (all are available on other 
discs, although the insipid program notes on the MVRS disc 
would have you believe they are totally unknown): Josef Haydn's 
Overture #4 in D (actually the finale to an unknown symphony); 
Haydn's "Birthday" Divertimento; Domenico Cimarosa's Concerto 
for Two Flutes and Orchestra; and a "surprise mystery selection" 
for which the company provides absolutely no identification. 
( r or do any of the reviews I have seen; apparently one is 
supposed to scour all the hard-to-get reference books himself 
trying like an idiot to find out what it is. How silly; why 
not just tell usO To show you just how obscure these works 
are , the Cimarosa has three other recordings in the catalogues 
(a beauty by Scherchen on Austrian Amadeo, a pretty good one 
by Markevitch on Heliodor, and a piece of trash by Caracciolo 
on Angel); the Haydn Overture has two (a gem by Robert Rudolf 
on Westminster; an adequate one by Swarowsky on Urania); the 
Divertimento has one (Guschlbauer on the subscription-only 
Musical Heritage Society label); and the "surprise selection" 
at least three (two deleted, the other by Bonynge on English 
Philips - a glorious reading, the deleted ones being easily 
forgotten). Good Grief! Even with all this competition, 
the Forrell disc is a superb investment, and all people who 



might be interested in this type of music are strongly urged to 
send MVRS some money. (Hurry; the stereo edition is already 
out of print, ^vhich is why mono only; and God knows hoiv long 
the mono will be available!) For those unfamiliar with the 
music, the following may interest you: the best of the four 
works is surely the Cimarosa Concerto (a cross between a 
concerto and a sinfonia concertante, actually), melodic and 
sparkling; the Haydn overture is a witty and catchy little 
trifle which seems to have served in several functions - as 
an opera overture, as the finale to at least two symphonies, 
and as a concert overture on this and its other two discs; the 
Haydn divertimento is rather shallow enter taimnent stuff, but 
nicely inventive and certainly attractive enough; and the "sur- 
prise selection" (oh, how I chafe at that) turns out to be a 
late 1 8th-century Italian opera overture of great charm and 
not inconsiderable power. (If anyone buys the record and can- 
not identify this last piece - and I couldn't begin to think 
of where you might look - I will tell you. But as long as the 
game is presented, you might as well play it too. After all, 
I had to figure it out! ) 

One final recommendation to the musical; I urgently sug- 
gest purchase of and acquaintance with the "Israel" Symphony 
by Josef Suk Sr., on Artia (mono) ALP-107. 1 905 vintage, 
very moving and bitter, and deeply powerful in its totality 
(though each movement by itself is a letdown, since the unity 
of the whole is absolute). And so nicely recorded? Oh, do 
go get all these discs.... 

MUSICAL QUIZ: Can anyone identify the countries of birth of 
any or all of the following composers, each of whom is closely 
identified with another country (to the point of name-changing, 
even): Stefano Palucelli; Francesco Antonio Rosetti; Franz 
von Suppe; Jacques Offenbach; John Christian Bach (oh, that's 
too easy); Mihaly Mosonyi. Can anyone, in fact, give the 
real names of all of them? (Just for kicks, let's add one 
easy one - George Frideric Handel - and one trick name - 
Frank Martin.) I hope for many replies, bjtt I absolutely 
insist on entries from Terry Kuich, Eric Just, and Jim Bradley. 
Answers next time. (By the way, two of the above names are 
in fact the real names of these composers. Good luck....)
